May it please YOtra Excellency, 

We, tlie Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, have 
the honour to submit to your Excellency this our Fifth Annual 
Report. 

During the past year ire have carefully inspected the several 
Dublin Hospitals -winch receive grants from Parliament. These 
are — • 

1. The Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. The Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 
h. The Whitworth Medical Hospital. 
c. The Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’ Hospital. 

4. The Meath Hospital and County of Dublin Infirmary. 

5. The Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. The Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatum Fund. 

On making these inspections we carefully inquired respecting 
the state and condition of each institution, to ascertain that the wards 
were clean, and well ventilated ; that every necessary provision was 
made for the treatment and comforts of the patients; and that the 
several buildings were kept in good repair. We have since issued 
the Circular (Appendix No. 1), requesting any information or 
suggestions which the Governors of each hospital might wish to 
offer in respect to its funds or management, and we give their 
replies in the Appendix (No. 2).

,. Loc ! : 803 patients were admitted into this institution during the past 

year. As heretofore, no case of syphilis or of gonorrhoea is refused 
admission, so that, in a preventive, as well as in a curative sense, 
this institution is of great value, and fully realizes the expectations 
of the House of Commons Committee of 1854, and of the Dublin 
Hospital Inquiry Commissioners. 

S(5 patients remained in hospital on the 31st March, 1860; 803 
were admitted during the year; 8055 discharged; 4 died; and 83 
remained on the 31st March, 1861. 

The average daily number of patients throughout the year was 
82i. The time spent by each patient in hospital averaged 33f 
da vs. . . 

No attempt having been made by the Commissioners of Public 
Works to remedy the serious defects of the water-closets con- 
structed by them, which defects were referred to in our Reports 
for 1859 and 1860, we suggested to the Governors the expediency 
of having the needful alterations effected under their own super- 
intendence. This suggestion having been adopted, the necessary 
alterations and improvements are now being made, and the injury 
and inconvenience arising from ill-constructed water-closets will 
be corrected. 

A classified return of tlie diseases of the patients is given in the 
Appendix (No. 3.) 

The buildings of this hospital are much improved, though some 
repairs are still necessary. 

It is satisfactory to find that several of the patients return to 
their friends on being discharged, and that others seek admission 
into penitentiary asylums. In the course of the year, 90 adopted 
the latter course, 76 the former.

to be very satisfactory. The wards were clean, well ventilated, and 
in good order, and the buildings altogether in good repair. 

i ,174 patients were admitted into the Hardwicke Fever Hospital 
during the year, 1,059 discharged, and 117 died, being a mortality 
of fl-95 per cent. The highest numbers were in January and 
February. 

1,053 patients were admitted into the Whitworth Hospital, 981 
discharged, and 61 died, being a mortality of 5'85 per cent. 

1,203 patients were admitted into the Richmond Hospital, 1,163 
were discharged, and 35 died, being a mortality of 2-92 per cent. 

The total admissions into tlie three hospitals amounted to 3,430 ; 
the total treated to a termination, 3,425 ; and the mortality 213, or 
6'23 per cent. 

223 patients remained in hospital on the 31st March, 1860; 
3,430 were admitted during the year; 3,202 were discharged; 
213 died; and 238 remained on the 31st March, 1861.

The average daily number of patients in the Hardwicke during Tie muse 
the year was 57 j ; in the Whitworth, 64; in the Richmond, 95d ; 

total in the Institution, 217. _ 

The reply of the Governors (Appendix, No 2) to our letter of the 
8tli November, shows that they have made considerable improve- 
ments in the institution within the last year. 



Steevens’ Hospital. 

The state of this institution is very satisfactory; 1,978 patients 
were admitted in the year ended SI March last; 1,950 were dis- 
charged, and 52 died. This low mortality of 2'60 per cent, on the 
number treated to a termination is partly to be attributed to tiie 
large proportion which the Constabulary and syphilitic patients 
bear to the total admissions, as was explained in our Third 
Report. 

218 patients remained in hospital on the 31st March, I860; 
1,978 were admitted during the year; 1,950 were discharged; 02 
died; and 194 remained on the 31st March, 1861. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 177 ; the average time spent by the patients in hospital was 
29| days. 

Some considerable improvements have been made in the hospital 
during the past year, and should the funds admit, a still further 
improvement is required in respect to the attic wards, which, from 
their construction, are liable to extremes of temperature in summer 
and winter. 

A classified list of the diseases of the patients admitted in the 
year is given in the Appendix (No. 4.)

Hospital. 

This institution continues in a very satisfactory condition: 818 
infirmary patients and 206 fever cases were admitted during the 
year; 797 of the former and 202 of the latter were discharged, 
and 26 infirmary and 17 fever patients died. The mortality in 
the former class was 3T6 per cent.; in die latter, 7’76. 

This hospital is much improved by the additional accommodation 
lately provided for non-contagious medical cases. 

88 patients remained in hospital on the 31st March, I860; 

1,024 were admitted during the year; 999 were discharged; 43 
(lied; and 70 remained on the 31st March, 1861. 

The . average daily number of patients in hospital throughout 
the year was 85. 

The time spent in hospital by the infirmary patients averaged 
28 £ days; by the fever patients, 22 days.

This institution continues to be in a very satisfactory state. On I Ios P' lt al - 
our inspection, tlie wards were clean and well ventilated; tlie 
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Fifth Report of the Board o/Dtiilin Hospitals. 

comforts of the sick appeared to be well attended to, and all 
parts of the establishment were in good condition. 1,478 
patients were admitted daring the year ; 1,421 were discharged; 
and 78 died. This mortality (5-20 per cent.) was nearly that of 
the previous year. 

98 patients remained in hospital on the 31st March, 1860 ; 1,478 
were admitted during the year ; 1,421 were discharged ; 78 died; 
and 77 remained on the 31st March, 1861. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 79; the highest numbers in December and January, the lowest 
in June and September. The number of days spent by the patients 
in hospital averaged 18J. 

The arrangement referred to in our last Report, respecting the 
admission of patients from the South Dublin Union authorities, has 
boon carried out, and proves satisfactory.

tti&piiui. This institution admitted during the year 1,485 labour patients, 
and 183 affected with chronic diseases of the uterine organs ; and 
in addition 89 labour cases were attended at their respective resi- 
dences. These numbers show that the hospital continues to afford 
very extensive relief to the classes for which it is intended. 

23 of the labour oases died, being a mortality of 155 per cent. 
Only one death is recorded amongst the extern patients. None of 
the chronic intern patients died. 

39 patients remained on the 31st March, 1860; 1,668 were ad- 
mitted during the year; 1,647 were discharged; 23 died; and 37 
remained on the 31st March, 1861. 

A classified return of the diseases if which the 23 labour cases 
died is given in the Appendix (No. 7), and one also of the diseases 
of the 183 chronic patients.

limiiuxl. 478 labour cases, and 26 chronic cases, were admitted into this 
institution during the year. Of the former 12, or 2'50 per cent, 
died ; of the latter, none. 

510 extern labour cases were also attended, only one of wliom 
is stated to have died; and, besides, 1,393 females affected with 
chronic diseases were attended at their own homes in the course of 
the year. 

5 patients remained in hospital on the 31st March, I860; 504 
were admitted during the year; 489 were discharged; 12 died; 
and 8 remained on the 31st March, 1S61. 

The hospital accommodation is now increased to 31 beds ; alto- 
gether this institution is very much improved, though more im- 
provement is required. 

The dispensary portion is still defective in accommodation and

position, and we have requested the attention of the Governors to 
this defect, -which they propose to remedy so soon as their funds 
enable them. In one respect they have improved that department, 
at our suggestion, by appointing a physician to attend the dispen- 
sary patients who had been previously prescribed for by one of the 
medical pupils. 

The statistics of disease are given in the Appendix (No. 8). 



The Hospital for Incurables. 

This institution continues to be conducted with great efficiency 
and economy: 69 patients remained on the 31st of March, 1860; 19 
were admitted, 2 discharged, and 19 died in the course of the 
year. This high mortality — 76 per cent.— on the number treated 
to termination, marks the peculiar class of patients which are ad- 
mitted. 

A classified list of the diseases of which these 19 died is given 
in the Appendix (No. 9). 



St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital. 

The accommodation of this institution has been increased from 
20 to 40 beds, the efforts of the Governors to extend its benefits 
having been assisted by numerous subscribers, many of whom 
resident considerable distances from Dublin. Fifteen patients re- 
mained in hospital on the 31st March 1860; 221 were admitted in 
the subsequent year ; 222 were discharged, and 14 remained at the 
end of the year. 

The statistics of the hospital, which are given in Appendix (No. 
10), show that, even with its limited accommodation, very many 
have been benefited. 



We append tables, Appendix (No. 11), which give in detail the 
year’s income and expenditure of each institution ; the number of 
patients treated in each, and the results ; the average daily number 
of beds occupied during the year ; and the average annual cost per 
bed in each. * 

The statistics of disease, as occurring in the several hospitals, 
must not be taken as absolutely certain. These returns are made, 
not by one constant observer, but by such senior pupils as may 
be acting as interns or clinical clerks, at the time. ^ And, in the 
admitted imperfection of medical nomenclature, it is plain that 
different states of disease may be called by the same name. These 
observations apply less to the registry of epidemic cases than to 
that of the diseases of organs. 

It is very important that such registries should be kept m all 
hospitals, as they furnish a valuable check on irregularities which 
might otherwise creep into the administration of the establishment :

g IR Your circular of the 6th of November last, was laid before the Governors of 

the Westmoreland Lock Hospital. In reply to it I am directed to state, that 
most of the alterations in the Hospital, recommended by the Hospital Inquiry 
Commissioners and by your Board, have been made. The defective water- 
closets erected by the Board of Works, and upon which the Board of Superin- 
tendence remarked in their second, third and fourth Reports, have been replaced 
by self-flushing ones, which act remarkably well. The chapel is fitted up and 
is now regularly used by the Chaplains. The Board, feeling it was not right 
that the dangerously ill and dying patients should be retained amongst the 
ordinary inmates of the hospital, have decided upon setting apart a ward for 
an hospital ward for their reception. They are conferring with the Medical 
Officers of the Institution, as to the best means of carrying out this most desirable 
object Believing that they are charged with the moral as well as with the 
physical state of the patients, the Board have decided on employing, as assist- 
ant nurses, a certain number of those who. give hopes of reformation, by giving 
them better rations ; this purpose can be, it is hoped, easily attained. They think 
that thus they shall most economically expend the funds at their disposal, 
and at the same time form a probationary class, who, after continued good 
conduct, may be moved into tlie laundry as vacancies occur. The Board 
feel it but due to the Chaplains, who are zealously aided in the good work by 
the Matron, to point particular attention to the large increase m the number 
of patients restored to their friends or placed in Penitentiary Institutions. 

The late Matron, Mrs. Ray, who for twenty-seven years was connected with 
this Hospital, having been superannuated, with the sanction of the Lord 
Lieutenant, a lady eminently qualified, in the opinion of the Board, to fulfil 
the peculiarly difficult duties of that office, Mrs. Evatt, was unanimously elected 
out of twenty-eight candidates. Since her appointment her management of the 
Institution has given such satisfaction as to justify fully the expectations formed 

In conclusion, the Board feel it impossible to decline to invite attention again to 
the non-attendance of pupils at this Hospital. The Dublin Hospitals Committee, 

1854, unanimously resolved that “The Committee are of opinion that all 
Hospitals which receive assistance from the State ought to afford medical in- 
struction. The Governors of the Westmoreland Lock Hospital, therefore, should 
he directed by the Lord Lieutenant to .admit students under such restrictions as 
may be found necessary to insure propriety and morality.

The Board have repeatedly directed attention to the fact, that the Army and 
Navy Medical Boards do not require certificates of. attendance at an Hospital 
for the treatment of the special disease for which this Hospital is supported by 
public funds, and a perfect knowledge of which is of the last importance in 
Medical Officers for the two services. 

Until a change is made in this respect it is idle to hope that students will 
avail themselves of the opportunities of study which this Hospital affords. 

The Board have shown their willingness and anxiety to make this Hospital 
available for medical instruction ; but until their efforts are seconded they can 
do no more.

Sir, — I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 6th instant, requesting 
information or suggestions respecting the state and condition of this Institution 
preparatory to the Annual Report of the Board of Superintendence of Dublin 
Hospitals to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, and in reply thereto I am 
directed by the Governors to state, that the condition of the Institution is satis- 
factory, and that during the past year, amongst others, the following improve- 
ments have been effected under their supervision 

The ground in front of the Ilardwicke Hospital, formerly the site of the 
lunatic cells, has been completely laid out as a recreation ground for the patients ; 
and by the removal of an old building a free circulation of ah has been obtained 
in rere of the Hardwicke Hospital, which will considerably forward the recover}' 
of the patients. 

The straw store has been removed from the immediate neighbourhood of this 
Hospital, and an effective flushing apparatus has been erected in connexion with 
the privies, and a 12-inch sewer, which is constructed to discharge itself into 
the main sewer, in Brunswick-street. 

The drying-closet in the laundry has been provided with a fireproof roof, and 
the adjoining tank increased in capacity to hold 4,407 gallons of water, and is 
fitted with a screw-cock, to which the hose of the fire-engine can be readily 
attached. 

The water-closets in the Richmond Hospital have been sheeted with lead, and 
a flushing apparatus has been attached to each. 

Hair mattresses are being gradually introduced throughout the Hospitals, to 
replace straw beds, considered objectionable and more expensive. 

The Governors have no suggestion to offer.

Sir, — In reply to your communication of the 6th instant, I am directed by the 
Governors to state, that since last Report the painting of the entire wood and 
iron works of the Hospital has been executed. The ward No. 8 has been fitted 
up for female patients. The water-closets erected some years back are found to 
answer admirably. They are self-flushing, by the opening of the closet door. 
The Board regret that the funds of the Hospital do not admit of their, as yet, 
erecting a suitable laundry, the present one being unfit for the requirements of 
the Institution. The sewerage has been much improved by the erection of new 
flushing works.

Sir, — I have been requested by tbe Governors to reply to your letter, asking 
for any suggestions they may deem necessary in reference to the Institution. My 
communications in former years have been so full that but little now remains for 
comment. The Governors have not yet gotten such legal possession of the plot of 
ground adjoining their premises as would warrant them expending any money 
on building ; and they greatly fear that but little prospect exists of their being 
able to effect this desirable object, as difficulties have hitherto presented 
themselves to every step they have hitherto taken in the matter 5 but they have 
not abandoned all hopes of a satisfactory termination, and will not relax their 
exertions so long as the least prospect of a favourable issue remains. 

With the view to effect a saving of labour in the laundry department, the 
Governors have purchased one of Bradford’s washing machines, wliich has been 
now two months in use, and ha? so far given great satisfaction. They have

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called for estimates for a suitable drying-room, which they hope to be enabled 
to erect shortly, and thus add a great desideratum to the establishment. There 
is no other subject which at present strikes the Governors as requiring obser- 
vation ; but should any other suggest itself I shall at once acquaint you with it.

St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital, Dublin, 
February 10, 1862. 

Sin,— In answer to your letter of the 6th November, 1861, requesting for the 
Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals information or suggestions res- 
pecting the state and condition of this Institution, I am directed by the Board 
of Governors to inform you of the enlargement of the Hospital, and the various 
improvements which have been effected during the past, year, and to state that 
the Hospital is now capable of accommodating forty patients, the number here- 
tofore being only twenty. , . . . 

The addition consists of a new wing, built on the space of ground which 
formed the passage to the Dispensary Department and the rcre. There are in 
this addition four rooms, each measuring 16£ feet long, 14 wide, and 12 high ; 
and one at top, measuring 40 feet long, 144 wide, and 12 high •, and also a large 
covered space adjoining the old basement waiting-room for the extern patients. 
The gate-porter’s lodge has also been enlarged. 

Four new water-closets, flushed by self-acting machinery have been erected, 
and thoroughly ventilated and lighted ; the old Dill closets have been closed, and 
it is intended to convert them into a bath-room. 

The staircase has been raised, and corridom running the entire length of the 
house have been made on each story, with -window at the ends ; over the doors 
of rooms and water-closets have been placed windows, opening on pivots, so that 
when necessary thorough ventilation can be secured. Ventilators have been 
inserted into the outer walls of each room, and where practicable into the 
ceiling, so that the rooms are at all times well ventilated. 

One of the old wards has been converted into a day room, in which the 
patients take their meals. 

Each ward possesses a plentiful supply of water, and a wash-hand stand; 
iron screens, 3 feet high, guard the fire-places. 

New iron castor bedsteads of a superior description have been substituted for 
the old ones. The use of straw has been altogether discarded, .and palliasses and 
hair mattresses of the best quality are now in use in this Hospital ; the bolsters 
and pillows are likewise made of the best hair. 

The different portions of the house are now supplied with gas. 

The expense of all these additions and alterations was defrayed partly by a 
public subscription, amounting to £567, and partly by a. reserve fund of £242. 

The Board of Governors consider that the Hospital is at present one of the 
most perfect of its kind in the United Kingdom ; and they would entreat of 
your Board to take into consideration the expense incurred in the support of the 
additional number of patients, and the necessarily increased Hospital staff ; and 
to recommend to the Government to increase the annual grant.
